We do not know if all three grants were to the same Joseph Adair 
or not. We know that Joseph Adair, Sr. had a son Joseph Adair, Jr. 
and according to apdition in support of Col, James Williams who 
was killed at the battle of Kings Mountain in 1781, Joseph Adair, 
Joseph Adair, Sr. and Joseph Adair, Jr. were members of the Little 
River Regt. and signed this petition. However, the first and third 
grants in time seemed to be adjoining to each other. Through other 


secondary sourees including Dr. J. B. Adair’s History, we have learned 


that Joseph Adair was Commissary of Co. Din the Patroit forees and 
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that Josepk Adair, Jr. was deputy Commissary of Co. D. In other 
words, they were the quartermaster and paymaster of their outfit. 

On Marek 19, 1785, the South Carolina legislature passed 
Aet #1274 reeorded in Vol IV of Statutues at Large at page 674 
establishing a College at Winnsborough, a Coinage in ‘ug City of 
sale dhdeiiaa and a College at Ninety Six. This act named Joseph 

* - 

Adair of Duncans Creek and Major Thomas Piekney amoung others as 
Trustees of Cambridge College at Ninety Six. This act also named 
two signers of The Deelaration of Independence, namely Thomas 
Heyward, Jr. and Arthur Middleton and three signers of the U. S. 
Constitution, namely John Rutledge, Chaarles Pickney and Charles 
Cotesworth Piekney among others to the board of Trustees of College 
of Charleston. This puts Josepk Adair of Duneans Creek in atrong 
and historial eompany, dont you think? 

Going baek to the land grants, Union County Historical Foundation 


Land Grant Map does not have these three land grants and plats 


drawn in but does have Joseph Adair name and tke 1770 grant of 
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250 aeres shown as being around Dunean Creek Chureh and Cemetary. 

This land grant map also shows Josepk Adair on the south of James 

Adair and John Adair grants in the area that we know as the John &, 

Adair or ange Adair Homeplace on Hwy 72 now belongs to the heirs 

of John Lioyd Adair where my mother Lois Susan Adair Young was raised.

in Will Book A at page 19 in Laurens County, we learn that he named 

as devises, his wife Susanna(the former Susana Long), his three living 

sons, namely Joseph, James, and Benjamin, his daughters Jean Ramage, 

and Sarak Adair, and Mary Owing who he must have raised as a daughter 

and Robert Long. (Some historians have expounded that Mary Owins 

and Robert Long were children of Susannah Adair by a previous 

marrage to Daniel Long.) However, Joseph Adair must have considered 

Mary Owins as a daughter. Also from Joseph Adair will, he considered 

his oO¢eupation as a Cooper or barrell maker. This might Be a little 


misleading. In reading what history of ecommerce we have of that day, 


We learn that all shipments of shins, hides, tobacco, flour, and ete, 
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were in barrellg. Tris was done so that they could float and was 
the tradition of tmat day. 

We do not know the exact date of death of Josepk Adair but we 
know he was living on January. 9, 1788 when he made waded will. The 


1790 U. S. Census of Laurens County list only 2 Joseph Adairs.

Census was made.
